The following Plans of FarmiHouſes for the Northern Counties took their 
Riſe from the great Complaint of Gentlemen, who have built Farm-Houſes, 
that they were irregular, expenſive, and frequently too large for the Farms 
they were intended for. At their Requeſt I have for ſome Time made it my 
Study, how to remedy the Inconveniencies complained of, and I hope I have 


ſucceeded in my Deſign by theſe Plans, and Eſtimates, which I now preſent 
to the Publick, and which are made in as regular, cheap, and convenient a 


Manner as poſlible. By theſe Plans a Gentleman'may be his own Judge, be- 
fore he begins to build, what ſort of Houſe will beſt ſuit the Farm he intends

it for, without leaving it to unſkilful Workmen, who frequently make the 


Buildings larger than are proper for Farms of a ſmall Value, fo that this firſt 


extraordinary Expence often raiſes the Rent of the Farm much higher, than 
the uſeful and induſtrious Farmer 1s either willing, or able to pay. Theſe 


Plans will ſerve for any County by adding more Stables, or larger Barns, or 


by turning the Cottage Houſe into a Stable. Though the Quantities of the 


Workmanſhip, Materials, and Price are calculated only for the Northern 


Counties, yet it will be very eaſy, from the Quantities here ſet down, to cal- 


culate the Expences of theſe in any other County, where the Price may be 


more or leſs. To avoid Confuſton in the Prices, I have not calculated the 


Carriage of the Materials, as that muſt entirely depend upon the Diſtance 


from which they are to be brought. The Houſe, Barn, Sc. being regular 


in Front, with ſome Trees planted near to ſhelter them, and being placed 


at a proper Diſtance from a Country Seat, will be very agreeable Objects. 


The Houſes, without the additional Buildings, will likewiſe be very proper 


for Keepers Lodges. I have taken care to make theſe Plans as correct as 


poſlible, but if they ſhould be liable to any Objections, I hope for your In- 
dulgence, as it is my firſt Attempt of this Kind. But if I ſhould be fo 


happy as to meet with your Approbation, it will encourage me to undertake 


ſome more extraordinary Work to oblige, Z
